A F a in o n a O ld B u n d lin g . 
Evensong was field tile other day on 
the site of the ancient oratory of St. 
Gwitfiian, one of the many Irish salute 
who descended upon Cornwall In the 
fifth and sixth centuries. 
In a waste 
of sand near the Godrevy lighthouse, 
which marks the eastern horn of St. 
Ives bay, lie what are regarded as the 
remains of the oldest Christian build­ 
ing In England.
